Tae statement made by Reuter that it 
was probable the King of Denmark 
would act as arbitrator in the dispute 
between England and Russia should 
not pass unnoticed. The proclivitios of 
that monarch have been so strongly 
Russian that we should deeply regret 
to see the case of England in the 
Afghan, or any other question, referred 
to him. We say so because of the 
action of the King in 1869, in the 
matter of obtaining @ concession for 
the Great Northern Telegraph Com- 
pany. On that occasion a Danish banker 
named Teetgens presented a Minute to 
to the Russian Government in regard 
to tho establishment of telegraphy in 
China, to which we referred about three 
years ago, In that document he pointed 
ont the great importance of preventing 
the proposed lines from falling into 
British hands. There were at that 
time a number of British merchants 
endeavouring to procure permission 
from the Russian Government to con- 
stract a line as nearly as possible similar 
to that afterwards made by the Groat 
Northern Company. The first object of 
Baron Teetgens was to obtain for him. 
self the concession which the English 
company was on the point of securing. 
To effect this, he appealed in bis 




















Minuto to the political jealousy of Eng- 
land which is always more or leas 
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active in St. Petersburg. And to make 
it certain that his Minute would re- 
ceive attention, and the concession he 
desired be given to him, he procured 
the support and active assistance of 
the King of Denmark. His Majesty 
succeeded in obtaining all that bis sub- 
ject desired; the Great Northern Tele- 
graph Company was in due time formed, 
and the accounts of that company show 
the price which was paid for the 
concession to Baron Teetgens, and two 
others. Who one of these last reci- 
pieuts was, is, we believe, known to 
Earl Granville, as a memorial on the 
subject of telegraphy betweon Europe 
and China was handed to him over three 
years ago. This memorial was drawn 
up by Englishmen thoroughly acquainted 
with the facts connected with tho estab- 
lishment of the Great Northorn Tele- 
graph Company, the means by which 
the concession was obtained, and the 
porsons among whom the payment for 
that concession was divided. If the 
Foreign Secretary has forgotten the 
memorial to which we refer, we are 
gnite certain that a copy of it can be 
obtained from the English telegraph 
companies to the East. And tho 
chief officials of the companies will bo 
able to enlighten his Lordship as to 
the share which the King of Denmark 
took in ousting a number of English 
merohants from the position which the 
Great Northern Company now occupies. 
Farthor, he can obtain from the same 
sources whatever information he may 
desire as to the relations of the august 
broker with Baron Teotgens’s anti-Eng- 
Tigh company. 

Ail this does not mean more, it may 
be said, than that the King of Denmark 
intorested himself to obtain a valuable 
priviloge for ono of his subjects, and 
for that purpose used the influence of 
tho present Czar, then Czarewitch, his 
son-in-law. But the Minute of Baron 
‘Teetgons, which the King of Denmark 
supported at St, Potersburg, was not 
an ordinary business document. It 
was in a sense a political manifesto. It 
is, ho says, to the interest of Russia 
and Denmark that “a blow be given 
to the injurious preponderance in 
China of British trade and political 
influence.” He points out how, by 
employing Russians and Danes on the 
proposed telegraph line, “ the inter- 
ests of England will be injured.” 
The Minute or Memorandum supplied 
illustrations of how this could be done 
by Denmark and Rassia combining in 
establishing a line of telegraphs to 
China, And for that purpose the Great 
Northern line was to be subordinated 
to promote and fulfil the designs of the 
Russians. This was to be dono in every 
possible way; and the whole of the 
Minute exhibited a violent antipathy to 


England. This document having been 
supported at St. Petersburg by tho 
King of Denmark, he must have been 
acquainted with its language and ap- 
proved of its statements and proposals. 
Tt was understood that the King per- 
sonally supported the application of 
Baron Teetgens, and that the success of 
the Copenhagen Baron was owing to the 
influence exerted by his sovereign, who 
thus identified himself with everything 
‘mical toEngland which was expressed 
in the Minute. The Telegraph Company 
was forthwith formed in Copenhagen, 
but a part of its capital was raised in 
London, That it has 
sidored by tho Russia 
political influence in their favour was 
shown in 1882 when the St. Poters- 
burgh Government granted it £500,000 
on loan at three per cent. per annum, 
in order to enable it to duplicate 
its lines from Vladivostock to China 
and Japan. Only £300,000 of this 
sum was to be repaid, the balance being 
“a sacrifice by Russia.” Wo merely 
quote this to show that the intimate 
political connection between the Tele- 
graph Company and tho Cabinet of St 
Petorsbarg continues. Enough has, 
we think, been said to show that the 
King of Denmark is scarcely the per- 
son to whom tho English Govern- 
ment should commit such an import- 
ant office as that of arbitrating, in 
the dispate in which they ure euguyed, 
with the Power with which fifteen or 
sixteen years ago he employed his in- 
fluence to obtain a concession, which 
was meant to be worked as a means of 
injuring England. We believe that a 
perusal of the Minute of Baron Teetgons 
would convince every Englishman thata 
worse choice of an arbitrator in Afghan 
affairs could not be made by Mr. Glad. 
stone's Government, than that of the 
King who used his personal influence to 
procure this concession. Whether tho 
line has served its political purpose or 
not does not matter. The intentions of 
its promoters are undisguisedly pro- 
claimed in almost every line of the 
document. The King of Denmark sup- 
ported the application of Baron Teet- 
gens, the concession was obtained, and 
sold for £50,000 to the Company that 




















was formed to work it, which sum was 
divided in a manner that Lord Granville 
will have no difficulty in ascertaining. 
The arbitration should be placed in 
the hands of some King who is inde- 
pendent of both England and Russia, 
and has never placed himself under an 
obligation to either.

FUTURE CHINA. 
Wetter the negotiations between 
China aud France result in an immediate 
‘Treaty of Peace, or some time is occupied 
in arranging the issues between them, 
or oven if the very improbable event of 
4 resumption of hostilities should ensue, 
ize may inow estitiate the effect of the 
Cocarrences of the last two years on 
this Government and the nation, To 
buable us to do so we must consider 
what was tho position of China, aud 
the general policy of the Government 
since tho Inst war with England and 
France. We must then consider the 
manner in which the Government of 
Peking conducted itself daring the 
trying period through. which we hope 















whether the Chinese 
Government will continuo the modified 
obatructiveness which has guided their 
intercourse with foreigners in late years, 
bofore the troubles with Franco began, 
or adopt a now and more liberal policy 
with the rest of the world. And to 
euable as to arrive at conclusions on the 
Inst point which aro likely to bo true, 
wo shall lave to take into accouut the 
effoct which we may reasouably estimate 
tho political and warlike perturbations 
of Inst year had upon the nation at 
large, 

Aftor the Treaty of Tientsin China 
passed through some years of great 
internal disturbance. Aud when the 
Inst embors of the Taiping and Nicnfei 
robellions Ind beon slamped ont, the 
rebollions in Yiinuan and in the north. 
wost wore for many yoats very serious 
drains on tho resources of the Empire. 
But before tho Intter bad been sup- 
proased, the Peking Goverumout bad 
at all ovents counived at the introduc- 
tion of many western ideas and im- 
provemonts by their more enlightened 
Viooroys aud high servants, Side by 
side with this the work of reconstruc- 
tion was steadily if slowly pursued. 
Botrweon the years 1870 and 1883 some 
improvements had been made in what 
is the great fault of the Chinese system 
of administration, the relations between 
the Viceroys and the Imperial Govern. 
ment, The process was slow, aud to 
tho impatiout minds of foreigers it 
appeared less than it really was, But 
it was a groat thing to Lave had anch 
an important administrative reform 
comurenced in a country where 
cient corruption fights every inch. 
‘The occurrence of the disputes with 
France will hasten this work, although 
a long time must elapse before it is 
completed. The introduction of steam- 
boats and steamships of war aud of 
tolographe have all vastly strengthened 
the bands of the Peking Goverument. 
Itonn now control the provincial an- 
thorities as it never could have done 
bofore, These swift means of commu- 
nication, and the introduction of a 
cbeap untive press, liavo at the same 
time established a check, probably « 























small one at present, on misgovernment 
at the Capital. If Vicoroys and other 
high offcials cannot now act as seems 
good in their own eyes, trusting to time 
and distance to conceal their misdoings, 
neither will the Peking Government 
be permitted to aot as if it bad no re- 
sponsibility except to inimical eaunchs 
and intrigaers in the Palace. The Peking 
Government will be able to put the 
new powers which western improve- 
ments have placed in their bands into 
action, more promptly than the people 
fin the provinces will be able to use 
them. Bat the general Chinese publio 
everywhere is now much better ac- 
quaiuted with the affairs of ils own 
uation, and can learn more about what 
may bo going ou in other countries, 
thau over before, The newspapers 
teach them, and bring them intelli 
gonce of events in almost every quarter 
of the empire before these Lave become 
so old os to have lost much of 
their interest. The receipt of nows 
leads to discussion, aud creates the 
desire to influence the policy of the 
governing powers. Pablic opinion and 
political parties are thereby evolved. 
The process has been something like 
this in European countries, and there 
Appears reason to hope that it will be 
the same in China, though by infinitely 
more gradual degrees. ‘The occurrence 
of the dispate with France, while it 
interfered with the development of im- 
provements in China, such as the 
means by which we hope the country 
will be opened up, did a great deal 
to quicken the political intelligence 
of the people; probably much as 
would have been accomplished in a 
quarter of a century of such progress 
as was going on before the Tonquin 
affair acoe Some of that influence 
t, but we think 
sufficient will remain to exert a bene- 
ficial effect in the future. Probably 
the Chineso Government or those high 
officials who, since tho ratification of 
the Treaty of Tieutsin, have been pur- 
suing an enlightened policy, did not 
foresee that the first time their coun- 
try was embroiled with a foreign 
uation, one result would be the forma. 
tion of at least the nucleus of public 
opinion among the patient people. 

All this makes it improbable that the 
Government will revert to their former 
attitude to other nations. It will not 
at once abandon the cautions policy 
of the past. No such sudden change 
will come over emperor, officials, aud 
people, as we hare secon take placo 
in Japan. Changes will be more 
slowly introduced. It will not be ue- 
cessary for enlightened statesmen to 
il (bemeelves in a semi-surreptitions 
mauner of the inventions of foreign 
nations. The numbers of the adherents 
of the old school, which is represented 
by tho Hanlin College, will decrease 
year by year. Many of the officials 
will not like the changes that we think 
are certain to come, but their interests 
will compel them not to carry opposition 
to them beyoud a very moderate length. 















































We are not olaiming too much for the 
average Chinese. whom we meet in 
trade, or who comes in‘ contact with 
those of his countrymen who have 
‘coustant dealings with foreigners, when 
wo say that the war has ocousiderably 
sharpeued his general intelligence. It 
has had the same effect, more or less, on 
the inland people, Farther, the war 
having been closed at a timo. when a 
lorious has given 
their country an éclat of which they aro 
perfectly aware. It has put heart 
into those who may havo been ins 
clined to despair of her fortunes. Tho 
Goverument no doubt kuows that the 
mauuer in which it has conducted 
affairs since Inst summer has won for 
it the respect of other nations, Ralors 
and people are thought better of 
now than they were a year go. 
Is it uot likely that the knowledge 
of this will make China abandon tho 
sulleu obstructivenoss. which has charac. 
terized her policy, even during the late 
years when she has 
advancing towards libo! 
it will probably have this effect, and per 
baps more from pressure by the nation 
than from officials taking th 
At the same timo it is not to be expected 
that all, or even much that we desire 
to see introduced into China, will bo 
brought about rapidly as in Western 
countrios, ‘The character of the people, 
their ways, aud modes of thought, will 
prevent this, The open and seoret 
opposition of the myrinds of Chinese 
in all grades of life, who

hitherto been, The trading classes will 
possibly Lave more powor than they 
have had, as the introduction of new 
ways of making money will attract 
wealthy people who will, as in other 
conutries, couneot themselves with pro- 
fitable enterprizes. This will tend to 
bring the views of the Government and 
the people on improvements into auison, 
If the influences. which we think th 
war has engendered among the intelli« 
gout Chinese got fair play, we have 
Tittle foar of the nation returning to its 
old threadbare, pretentious, policy. Ou 
the coutrary we expect to see it go for. 
ward, as other countries Lave done 
when after passing though such a time 
as the Iast two years have been to 
China, they have found thomeelves 
escaped from a great peril, and all the 
better for what they have endared, 
and for their losses. China hae seen 
her weakness, and her intelligent states- 
men and people know what sho is as 
a fighting Power. Her navy is as bad 
as it well can be, and no number of 
fighting ships will make her a power 
upon the sea until she hes trained 
officers and disciplined crews, Aud she 
can ouly get these by adopting a complete 
change of system. Ou land she can 
muster a large number of so-called 
soldiers, but nothing that ber troops 
have done has changed the opinion 
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which competent foreigueté held of 
them. It is still only in numbers that 
‘China han any strougth in the field. 
Her numbers only have practically 
kept ‘the French off Chi 1. Tn 
numbers the Government should con- 
tinue to place its chief trust. A con- 
tinuance of extravagant expenditure 
for expensive guve, rifles, and material 
of war, will not add much to the de- 
feuces of the country, while it will 
squander ‘money that can be usofally 
employed.” The present equipment of 
the soldiers is sufficient for many years 
to domo, if it is properly look after, 
and the effectiveness of the forces not 
only maintained but inoreased by the 
ailoption of @ proper military system. 
Now that China has au opportunity of 
ridding herself for good and all of 
troublesome questions, such as the Tou- 
quin, Corean,and Liuchiu,she is stronger 
_ than ebe was before, If she will 
“keep treaties atid practise good faith 
‘no other Power will meddle with 
her. Sho and Japan are now on 
‘the excellent terms which should al- 
ways prevail betwoon such near neigh- 
bours.” Let China try to get abreast 
of Japan in domestic and other iim. 
provements, and, having gained that 
position, keep it. With a firm alliatice 
oon thom, and tho friendship of 
laud—=the Brat of Asiatio Powere,— 
Chiba and Japan neod not care much 
for what goes on in other parts of the 
East, It is to the interest of both 
Chinn and Japan that they should 
perovive that in such an alliance, and the 
maintenance of friendly relations with 
England, with the employment of the 
common sonee which both nations have 
shown during tho Inte war, their best 
seourity will be found.

publio attention has been almost en- 
tirely concentrated upon the English 
dispute with Russia, and mattore affect- 
iii us in other directions have been 
almost allowed to drop into temporary 
oblivion, With more pacifs intellig 
reaching ua from Europe, however, it is 
uatural that our thoughts should revert 
once more to the subject which has 
been ‘the pidee de résistance of interest 
aud discussion for so lovg a time, and 
that we should resume our watch over 
the flactuating situation between France 
and China, Au armistice, as Lord 
Besoonfield once said, is no more a 
peace than courtship is marriage ; aud 
although it ie a very great step towards 
peace, and the French and Chiuese 
Commissioners have met at Tientsi 
with tho express purpose of cousolidat- 
ing it into pence, the difficulties of the 
position must by no meaus be over- 
‘looked. Now it is not to be denied 
that the conditions prevailing at’ the 
preseut moment might be a very great 
deal more favourable to a speedy and 
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pacific issue than they are. “Had ‘the 
negotiations been instituted immediately 
after a series of really “big French 
victories: were the French forces. in 
actual possession of the Kaangsi and 
Yiiunan frontiers: had they taken the 
fortress of Tamsui: did they, in a word, 
hold China by the throat, then, always 
supposing France to be as moderate 
aud courteous as such advantage would 
allow, we might have heard weeks ago 
that @ permanent and solid agreement 
liad been come to, But unfortunately 
these conditions do not exist. The 
Chinese, in the last struggle of any 
note that las been reported, gained a 
signal advantage, aud may so far be 
excused for assumi! titude of 
superiority and exaltation. “The po- 
pulace of Tientsin,” writes our Corres- 
pondent iu that place, “are most danger- 
ously elated at the success of Chinese 
arme in Tongai d this fooling of 
elation, if ‘de in any mensure to 
the authorities, is uot likely to lead them 
to deal yieldingly with M. Patendtre, 
but ratler the reverse. The foolish 
ramour which was cironlated Lore 
weeks ago to the effect that 
had demanded an indemnity from 
France, was doubtless born of this 
popular excitement, the triamphaut 
feeling of the people taking the form 
of a report which represented something 
that they would have liked should 
actually be; and while there was prob 
ably uo grouud whatever for the state- 
ment, it is evident thnt the principle 
which anderlay it is actually at work. 
‘The French are in a “yielding hamour 
and the Chinese, swift to take adva 
tage of this, intend to “keep th 
back from the froutier agreed upon in 
the Fournier Convention.” Now it 
was understood that the Treaty of 
Peace was to be based upon the Four- 
wr Cor iou—~that is, that the pro- 
visions of that instrument should be 
ratified ; if, then, the Chinese are seck- 
ing to deprive the French of one jot or 
one tittle of what was then agreed up: 
it is clear that much unforeseen diffi- 
culty may arise, We are told that the 
Frenoh are preparing for a diplomatic 
capitulation. Is this possible? Do 
they seriously contemplate giving their 
cousent to au arrangement which would 
leave thom worse off than they were 
ou the 11th May 1884, and that, too, 
after a year of bloodshed, auxiety, dis- 
appointment, aud expense? If indeed 
the Freuch are preparing for a diplo- 
matic capitulation to such an extent as 

then farewell to any hopes which 
might otherwise have been clierished 
respecting the future relations of China 
aud the West. The influence of such 
surrender as there seems reason to 
fear could not be productive of good. 
That Chiua should have it iu her power 
to boast that she wou first a strategic 
victory aud then a diplomatic victory 
over oue of tho first-class European 
Powers would be disastrous toull foreign 
interests in thie couutry, aud provoke 
feelings of just resentment aguinst 








































































At the moment of writing wo hear 
from a Correspondent in Canton, whose 
views of the situation, based upon the 
state of public opinion in the South of 
China, arrive very opportunely, and 
bear out in a remarkable way the 
statement of our ‘Tientsin Corres- 
pondent. The Chinese there, he: writes, 
do not think it possible that: peace 
can be “granted” to France on the 
terms of the Fournier Treaty, or that 
the Imperial Government would be 
even able to carry out such an arrange. 
ment in Tonquin. That the Southern 
Chinese are correct in their surmise is 
proved by the statement that the 
Commissioners in the North are seek. 
ing to deprive the Frouch of some, 
at any rate, of the advantages they 
accorded a year ngo; and it is pos- 
sible enough that the popular exci 
meut may force the Government to as. 
sume a stiffish attitude. Besides this, 
M. Patendtre is now, in the eyes of the 
Chinese, a suppliaut for Imperial teni« 
oncy; aud already they are beginning 
to speculate as to whether the peroo he 
asks for will be “yrauted” to him, A 
week ago we warned our readers that 
we should soon hear of China having 
turned the tables upon France, and 
brought forward some unexpeoted ob- 
stacle in tbe way of « speody settle. 
ment, These words have been strangely 
fulfilled, and their fulfilment has come 
promptly. Now there is only one remedy 
for this to of affnira, and that is a core 
responding attitude of firmness on the 
part of the French Minister, In any onse, 
the position of Europeans in China las 
suffered greatly from the war; but the 
evil that would accrue from any settle- 
mont detrimental to theprestigeof Brauce 
would be simply and irremedinbly fatal, 
But the end is not yot, At the pro. 
sent moraeut, France occupies a ver, 
much more indopondent position th 
she did a mouth ago, ‘The pacific ad« 
vances between Kugland aud’ Russin 
will liberate her from the fear of Karo. 
pean complications, aud this will euroly 
strengthen the hands of her negotiators 
both in Paris and ‘Tientsin, ‘Lhe Chi- 
would do well not to overlook 
faot, and abstain from an arrogance 
of demeauour which might bring about 
anforeseon aud unwelcomeconsequences.

It is at least denied in 
unmistakeable terms, Sir Roberthimeself 
having telegraphed to avow his entire 
ignorance of the grounds upon which 
he bad been so cordially aud promptly 
congratulated. Ou the whole, however, 
the incident has proved a remarkubly 
instructive one, aud we see no cause for 
regret that it should have taken place. 
Wheu the first sliock of porploxity and 
surprise had passed away, there was

‘oue opinion go prevalent ad to be almost, 
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though not quite, universal—namely, 
that the appointment was an admirable 
oue, aud the finest stroke of diplomsey 
ever achieved by the Gladstone Ad- 
ministration, Apart from the fact that 
Sir Robert Hart is unquestionably the 
ablest man in the Far Enst, his reported 
selection as the representative of Her 
Majesty's Government in Peking was re- 
garded as indicative of something like 
au Anglo-Chinese alliauce, and a de- 
fousive measure on the part of Eugland 
ust the intrigues of Rassia and the 
suspected or possiblealienation of France. 
This idea found wide acceptance, and, 
apart perliaps from official circles, gave 
aubouuded satisfaction to the majority. 
It will always be memorable, too, that 
the news was received by members of 
the Customs service with feelings akin 
to dismay. Sir Robert is 80 admirable 
au admivistrator, and so just in his 
exercise of the great power elds, 
that the ramour of his resignation was 
highly unacceptable to those who have 
to do with him; and, had it proved to 
bo true, we are sure that the Customs 
employé would i mach 
grieved to lose him as the British public 
would havo been pleased to obtain him. 
Sir Robert began life in China as a 
Cons tant; this post be threw 
up for a service which was then by no 
means held in honour; he bas since 
sd both himself aud that service toa 
ion of almost unequalled eminence, 
ud if it had been true that he wastostep 
from boing Head of the Customs to being 
Head of tho service Le relinquished so 
mavy years ago, the incideut would 
have been striking and dramatic iu the 
extreme. It is not to be, apparently ; 
still, we know now what the public 
feeling would havo boon had ovents 
been really ordered as it was believed 
they had been for four-and-twenty 
hours last week, and this caunot bat be 
extremely gratifying to Sir Robert, 
Indeed an impression still prevails 
that although the statement as pub- 
ished was untrue, there was, and 
‘Lill ito use a Lomely expression 
something at the bottom of it. 
There are still some amoug us who 
affirm that the post has been offered 
to Sir Robert Hart, but that he will 
not accept it until the negotiations Le

‘They were 
endeavouring to obtain signatures to a 
memorial to the Premier in favourof the 
dispute with Russia being referred to 
arbitration, and this docament was 
being subscribed by theextreme Radical 
members of Parliament. The tension 
between the Governments of London 
and St. Petersburg bas been extreme 
since then, and the latter were probably 
eucouraged by the aotion of one part of 
the supporters of the Gladstone Gov- 
ernment, and by knowing that the 
Prime Minister sympathized with the 
movement. Mr. Gladstone bas often 
proclaimed his abhorrence of war; aud 
epite of the injuries which England 
sustained in the arbitrations to which 
former Government eubmitted the 
watioual interests, he bas no doubt 
worked hard to have the Afghan 
question settled by the same means. 
There was also an opportunity of 
strengthening his Ministry by con- 
ciliating the extreme Radicale, who 
have been almost alienated by the war 
in the Soudan, The withdrawal of the 
British forces feom that wretched busi- 
ness has also we expect bad a great 
effect in St. Petersburg, and has pro- 
bably enabled the anti-war Party there 
to wiu tho struggle between them aud 
their opponents.

Aud there is 
astartling array of evidence—wospoak 
purely of its bulk—in support of this 
contention, Our Correspondent does 
not, unfortunately, appear to be in a 
position to bear eye-witness to the facta 
as stated, but he spenks of the thousands 
of votive tablets which bear testimony 
to the same number of miraculous 
events. ‘This, of course, is no evidence 
tliat the events occurred, but it is 
impregnable evidence of the belief in 
their occurrence on the part of thous 
sands of Chinese, ‘The effionoy of the 
“wondrous fountain” of Lourdes, ou 
the other band, has been affirmed from 
personal experience by Catholics, Proe 
testants, aud® sceptics. Que gentle. 
man wrote to an eminent periodical 
in London to the effect that, though 
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8 Catholic professedly, he was n bit 
of a sceptic at heart; that a Protes- 
tant friend urged him to try the 
Lourdes water as a cure for some or- 
ganic complaint from which ho was 
suffering; that, after much persunsi 
he reluctantly acceded ; and that his 
cure was instantaneous aud complete, 
Some of the wonderful cures one hears 
about are of course duo simply to 
nervous excitement. The last number 
of the Scientific American contains a 

» atory of a patient in a London hospital 
having suddenly gono mad, aud, by 
brandishing a knife, terrifying 1m 
paralytic to such an extent that the 
Jatter rose from his bed and rushed 
frantically down-stairs as fast as the 
othere. But does such a case as bhi 
come under the same category ns those 
of aceptics who have successfully tried 
the “troubled waters” of a miracle- 
spring as a matter of pure experiment ? 
Wo say without fear of coutradiction 
that there is infinitely more teatimony 
in support of the eflicncy of Lourdes 

. than exists in support of the efficacy 
of Bathesda, Whatever may be the 
trath as to either alleged phenomenon, 
the cures of Bethesda are said to 
have taken place noarly two thou- 
nd years ago, during © period when 
jience was unkuown, and when mira- 
culous events were rather looked for 
than not: wherens the cures of Lourdes 
aro nid to be taking place now, 
in this particularly soeptionl and scien. 
tific nineteonth coutury, with Ube pro- 
or of chemistry and the professor 
of physica, the special correspondent, 
the newspaper, and (ho telegraph all 
roady to expuse impusture, It is uot 
for us to say how far such cures as ae 
said to have tnken place may be some 
imaginary, others subjective, and others 
again imperfect aud nbortivo; but we 
may and do say that the mind which 
immediately and without thought no- 
cepts as genuine the ancient story 
of the pool of Bothesda, aud immedi- 
ately and without investigation rejects 
the modern story of the fountain of 
Lourdes, cannot be altogether free from 
prejudice, And it is a remarkable fact 
that a growing but ti belief in 
oxtra-natural agencies is one of the 
features of the day. ‘I'he ao-called 
“faith-cure” in London and Bristol 
has many adherents, aud one very 
striking case, to which for obvious 
reasons wo cannot more particularly 
refer, is said to have happened during 
tho last few years, in which a person well 
kuown to many here is believed to have 
boon cured of au incarable complaint 
by faith. ‘The story will, of course, be 
Jaughed at as absurd; but after all, it 
is uo more than some persons think 
they have a right to expect—basing 
their views upon an obscure passage or 
two in the New ‘Testament. Apart, 
however, from the religious side of the 
question, there is a pathological side to 
it, aud this may surely bo referred to 
out exciting ridicule. ‘he conuec- 
tion between mind aud matter, and the 
interaction of two, is but very 






































partially understood by even the most 
eminent physicians ; while, akin to this, 
is the interesting question what the de- 
limitations of matter really are. Ouce 
show that phenomena such as those we 
have been referring to may be treated 
from a scientific standpoini—that they 
contain auelementon which the scientific 
man can begin his investigations,—and 
discoveries may be mado of imwense 
importance to humanity considered from 
the physical as well as the moral side, 
“Tho scientific man,” remarks the 
author of ‘Sympneumata,’ “refuses to 
give the short hours of his working life, 
and to fritter away the high powers 
of his mind, in investigations auong » 
class of phenomena for which those 
who experience or obsérve them clu 
that they represent force acting through: 
non-material media.” But, he points 
out, “ the irregular and uncontrollable 
natare of one part of the phenom: 
Of this class # # * need not necessarily 
deter the practicnl and scientific in 
vestigator from its study, when he 
reflects that in the commonest emotions, 
in the eccentricities of healthand disenso, 
in the uneven distribution of talents 
and focalties, in the fluctuation of 
theie exercise, in a thousand facts 
to which, as really existing, ho must 
accord at least the namo of pheno- 
meun, he is accustomed to such irre- 
gulnrity of activity ns leaves him no 
cnase for legitimate surprise when the 
phenomenn of that class commonly 
termed abnormal aro of such irregular 
occurrence that his observation of them 
is difficult. 'o put the argument of 
the writer in plain words, aud briefly :

AMERICAN INAUGUEATIONS. 
IvaucuraTion day is ono of the gront 
ceremoninls of American political life. 
It is eld not to be antagonistic to the 
simplicity of Republican institutions, 
although some of the enrlier Presidente 
rejected such pomp and show, ns it 
then possessed, ns savouring of mon- 
archical otiquette, Washington's in- 
anguration was not held on the 4th of 
Maret, but on the Ist of April, 1789, 
in the City of Now York, where Con- 














gress was sitting. He was escorted 
from his house in Cherry Street to 
Federal Hall by the Light Drago 
and a legion of infantry, he ridi 
alone in a carringe drawn by four cream- 
coloured horses and followed by a vast 
concourse of people, Having taken 
the oath of offive, he bowed to the 
Senators, delivered his address, and 
afterwards repaired to St. Peter's 
Chureh, where he heard a sermon, 
On his second inauguration, on 4th 
March, 1798, in Independence Hull, 
Philadelp! he rode an “elegant, 
white coach having on its four sides 
four designs representing the seasons 
painted by Cypriano,” and the pageant 
on this occasion was as great ns on the 
former, ‘The description of his dress 
on that occasion reads like a bit out 
of Lhe Virginians. He wore a suit 
of dark-brown cloth, with white silk 
atockings, all of Amoricnn manufacture, 
His lair was tied and powdered, his 
silver shoe-buckles were brightly bur- 
nished, and a steel-hilted dress sword 
hung by hisside. John Adama was also 
inaugarated in Independence Hall, and 
wore a dress suit of black and a chapeau 
bras, with his hie powdered. Jefferson, 
who succeeded, would have none of 
these displays, Ho rode on horseback 
withont.a single servant to (he Capitol, 
where he dismounted, hitched his horse 
to the Pallisndes and walked una. 
tonded into the Senate Chamber, whore 
he took the onth, dolivored au address, 
and afterwards withdrew to the Execu- 
tive Mansion to receive a orowd of 
guests. On his second inauguration the 
sume simplicity was observed. Madison, 
at his inaugaration in 1809, bad an 
imposing miliary procession and @ 
xrent display of bunting. ‘This reinrn 
to former ways was said to be due to 
the influence of his wife, who was the 
founder of Presidential lovees and tho 
or of the White House code of 
Ou his second innuguration 
Madison was oscorted by volan. 
teots wud cavalry, Monroe's inaugural 
1817 was “simple, yot 
grand, animating and impressive,” and 
Lo appenrs only to have been escorted by 
a“ large cavnlende of citizons on horse- 
back ;” and on his second inauguration 
there was not mach form abont the 
ceremony, Mr, Quincey Adams had'a 
mounted escort and wns accompanied 
by largo number of citizens; General 
Jackson followed therepublionn example 
of Jefferson ; Van Baren rode through 
crowded streets in a phaeton made of 
the wood of the ate Constitution, 
and General. Hnrrison’s entry into the 
Cnpitol was made the ocension of #

forward to Lin-ch‘ing, where a pumping 
process was necessary before they could 
get into the section of the canal known 
as the Wei River, Although the fleet 
did eventually arrive in time to deliver 
the grain by due date, this end was ouly 
achieved by an enornious expenditure of 
labour and devices, 

Be that as it may, the Commissioner

The 
proposition was that those who did not 
pay should put their hauds into the pockets 
of those who did pay and deliberately cl 
them out without any rhyme or reason, 
Ho thought the present constitution worked 
admirably, and in auy constitution he 
thought that was all they had any right to 
expect. 

the Rey. A, J. Bawrorp said the ques- 
tion resolved itself into a personal one, 
and thereforo one of grent delicacy. ‘There 
were present gentlemen who had votes, 
aud who consequently felt a delicacy in 
saying that the non-voters present belonged 
to au inferior class and must not be allowed 
-voters naturally 
showed alittle delicacy in appearing envious 
of the voters; aud therefore it was a 
question of much delicacy. Personally he 
was one of those who paid very little in 
the way of taxation—or, as one ker 
had remarked, who paid an infinitesimal 
portion towards the expenses of this Settle- 
ment, and who had the advantage of seeing 
other people decide how that infinitesimal 
jortion should be spent.

But it did 
to in theory—because he had 
allowed to try it in practice—that 
the large owners of property were not 
necessarily the most prudent, because his 
(Mr. Bamford’s) infinitesimal portion of 

taxes might bo larger in proportion to 

his unfortunate income than the larger 
ratos of some who were amoug the wealthy. 
At was a question not only of the size of 
the burden but of the strength of the back, 
Howover, ho was modest in this matter ; 
and it might be that those who had only a 
small stake in tho community should be 
entirely guided by those who had more.

THE CAPTURE ov THE “ PINGON” 


We have obtained a few more patticulara 
of the capture of the Pingon, Pinyun 
loft Amoy on the 8th April, ostensibly, wo 
lieve, Lound for Nagasaki, She anchored 
the same evening off Tong Bu, and weighed 
anchor the following morning for Wingtao 
bay, Chinchew. Here she took on buard 
800 soldiers and their ofticers, aud loft on 
the 10th, intending to make the South 
Cape of Formosa, giving the Pescadores a 
wide berth, as it was known that these 
islands were inthohandsof the French. All 
went well till the 11th, when the South 
Capo was reached and hugged pretty 
closely on account of the westher. Ji 
the other side.of the Cape a French man 
of-war, the D'Estaing, was hiding, andcould 
not be seen by those on board the Pinon 
till both vessels were not more than’ two 
miles apart. ‘The Frenchman on sighting 
the Pingo at 1.30 p.m. shot out from the 
shore and fied a gun; which, however, 
those on board the Pirgon tok uo notice 
of, but kept the vessel on her courey, 
jother shot was quickly fired, and then 
was found that there was 10 escape, 
so the engines were stopped and the 
vessel brought to, Au officer from the 
D'Estaing then bearded the Pingon, He 
id Admiral Cur information

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from Shanghai of the sleamer’s attempt to 
rench Formosa, and had despatched the 
L'Estaing to intercept her.
